IN ADDITION TO THE ASSASSINATIONS ANO SHARE NAU BOMBINGS DETAILED 
BELQB, SOUNDS OF FIGHTING MERE HEARD AT NIGHT IN MOST AREAS OF THE 
CITY, ESPECIALLY KHAIR KHANA, KOTE SANG!, KARTE SEH, KARTE CHAR, ANO

OF KMAD TYPES AND PARCHAHIS, SUPPLYING THEM WITH LtlQUOR AND 
PROSTITUTES. THE FIRST EXPLOSION OCCURRED AROUND 1S20 AT A 
RESTAURANT/BAR OCCUPYING THE SITE OF THE FORMER NUMBER NINE" CLUB 
ON THE STREET RUNNING BETWEEN CHARAYI ANSARI ANO THE HAJI 
YAKUO HOSaUE (SHARE NAU'S "8LUE MOSQUE"). A FEW MIJiUTES LATER 
A LOUDER AND MORE POWERFUL BOMB WENT OFF IN THE TJ&EE-STORY 
CONCRETE BUILDING ON THE NORTHEAST CORNER OF CHARAVi ANSARI. 
THAT OLAST DESTROYED THE RESTAURANT/BAR ANO AOJACfcWT SHOE AND. 
DRESS STORES ON THE GROUNO FLOOR, BLEW A HOLE IN THE FLOOR 
OF THE SECOND STORY, BROKE WINDOWS ACROSS THE STREET ANO FILLED
